Several men arrived on Monday,

James Moore, William Lowe and 
Walter T. Grout, 

On Tuesday two motor trucks pro- 
vided by the Andover Public Safety 
Committee went to Ayer and brought 
back about thirty of the men of Bat- 
teries C and F. They arrived in the 
square at about two o'clock, and al- 
though a few people had gathered there 
to greet them, their first thought was 
for Home, and they disappeared like 
lightning with packs on backs and 
smiles on faces, 

Eighteen months of service has left 
them all physically fit and, although a 
good vacation seems “the thing’? for 
now, they all have come through with

FIGHTING IN FRANCE 


Major R. E. Daniels Who Was Cap- 
tain of Battery C, 102nd F. A. 
Tells Seay off of Work at Front 


Major Roy E. Daniels of Highland 
Rd., who went across as captain of 
Battery C, of the 102nd Field Artillery, 
has a most interesting story to tell of his 
experiences, 

Major Daniels had been for a number 
of years a member of the National 
Guard of Massachusetts. After the 
war broke out in August 1917, this 
became federalized as part of the regu- 
lar army and he received his commission 
as captain, was sent to Boxford to 
train, and on September 2ist, sailed 
from Hoboken on the Finland. In his 
battery was only one Andover boy, 
Corporal James Dick. 

The trip over was uneventful as far 
as disasters from German mines, tor- 
pedoes or other destroyers was con- 
cerned, Dut every man on board re- 
ceived all kinds of lifeboat drills, and 
each took a turn at lookout duty. 
About three-hundred miles off the 
coast of France they wore their life 
belts every minute night and day, and

And _ this 
year more than ever is that day to be 
celebrated by the planting of trees. It 
has been suggested that everyone all 
over the country should plant a tree in 
honor of the glorious men who have 
given their lives for us. 

Trees, whether they be pine trees, 
cherry trees, maple trees or juniper 
trees, are precious growing things and 
as Ruskin says are ‘‘a link between 
earth and man”. “Only God can make 
a tree’, but man has the privilege of 
causing them to flourish and make the 
land beautiful.Dr. van Dyke in_ his 
poem, “The Friendly Trees’’, wrote the 
following lines:— 

‘He that planteth a tree is a servant of God. 


He hath provided a kindness for many genera- 
tions, 


And faces that he hath never seen shall bless 
him."

Trees are the arms of Mother Earth lifted up in 
worship of her Maker. Where they are, Beauty 
dwells; where they are not, the land is ugly, though 
it be rich, for its richness is but greasy fatness and 
its gaudy raiment is but cheap imitation of forest 
finery, 


Trees are the shelter of-man and: beast and bird; 
they furnish the roof above us, the shade about us, 
and the nesting places of love and song. They call 
children out to play; they console and gratefully 
reward old age. They are the fittest ornaments of 
wealth and the inalienable possessions of the poor 
who can enjoy them without having title to them. 
They are the masts that fly the flags of all nations 
and the sails of all the seas; they are the timbers 
that bridge forbidding streams; they bear the wires 
of the world’s intelligence; they hold the rails that 
carry the traffic of the continents; they are the 
carved and polished furnishings of the home; they 
cradle the young and c@ffin the dead. 

Trees are nature's prime sources of food; their 
fruits and nuts gave sustenance to the first tribes of 
men and are the sweetest and most nourishing of 
the earth's products, 

Trees herald the spring with glorious banners of 
leaf and bloom; they clothe the autumn in garments 
of gold and royal purple; bared €o the winter's cold, 
they are the harp of the winds, and they whisper 
the music of the infin'te spaces. 

Before the earth could be peopled it was set thick 
with trees; and when man has run his course and 
the race we know has disappeared in the complete- 
ness of its mission or perishes in the destruction of 
its trees, the earth‘ will spring up again with new 
forests to shelter and sustain a new race of men and 
beasts and birds to work out a greater destiny. 
Perhaps if we are wise enough to replenish our 
wasting forests and to make ourselves worthy of 
the gift of trees we may be permitted to accom- 
plish that greater destiny which the Mighty 
Forester, the Perfect Orchardist, the Loving Father 
requires in the fulfillment of His sublime purpose.

MotorjHospitals in Epidemic 

Motorized hospital equipment opera- 
ted by the Massachusetts State Guard 
saved many lives during the recent 
influenza epidemic. The equipment, 
which comprises two operating rooms 
mounted on two-ton Pierce-Arrow chas- 
sis, is used in cases of catastrophes or 
other emergencies. 

The operating rooms are fully 
equipped with running water, surgical 
appliances, — sterilizing apparatus — in 
fact, they are miniature hospitals. 
During the influenza epidemic in Bos- 
ton, open-air camps were opened near 
the city. 

The Pieree-Arrow ‘hospitals’? .were 
stationed at these camps. Appendicitis 
cases or illness which required speedy 
operation were treated in these operating 
rooms at once. Thus the delay and 
dangers incident to the removal of 
patients to the city’s hospitals many 
miles distant, were avoided.—Boston 
Globe.

Ballardvale’s Welcome Home 


Congressman and Mrs. John Jacob 
Rogers were the guests of honer in the 
Community Room on Wednesday even- 
ing at the dinner and reception tendered 
by the Ballardvale Village Improvement 
Society to the Ballardvale boys in the 
service who have returned home. 
Twenty-five of the boys, with their 
guests, sat down to a turkey dinner 
delightfully served by the Entertain- 
House Committee, Mrs. 
Amos B. Loomer, chairman. The 
Community Room was most attractive- 
ly decorated by Mr. Cheever of Ando- 
ver, with flags loaned for the occasion 
through the courtesy of Reid & Hughes 
of Lawrence. 

A fine portrait, life-size, of John J. 
Geagan, the gift of his family, was 
unveiled. Mr. Geagan was. the only 
Ballardvale boy to make the supreme 
sacrifice. He was a member of the 
Medical Detachment of the First Gas 
Regiment, A. E. F., and was killed in 
action in the Argonne. 

A new service flag was unfurled and 
an Honor Roll dedicated. The latter. 
bears sixty-seven names, representing 
practically every branch of the service. 
More than half of the boys are still 
overseas. A complimentary member- 
ship in the B. V. V. I. S. for 1919 was 
presented to every man whose name 
appears on the Honor Roll. 

The Community Room was taxed to 


its capacity by the relatives and friends 
who came to the reception and dance 
following the dinner, to extend their 
welcome and greetings. During the 
evening a strong appeal for the Victory 
Loan was made by William Shaw, 
president of the society. 

In introducing Congressman Rogers, 
Mr. Shaw referred to the high character 
of Mr. Roger’s service in Washington, 
to the high esteem in which he is held by 
his constituents, and to the appreciation 
of his ability by his colleagues at the 
Capitol. Congressman Rogers was 
given a most cordial welcome, and his 
remarks were heartily applauded. 


Congressman Rogers’ Remarks 


After expressing his pleasure at the: 
opportunity of sharing in the’ welcome 
to the boys, he said, in part: 

“This is my first speech-making 
engagement in Ballardvale. I have 
been in town a good many times, but I 
have never happened to be here when 
there was any special gathering. | 
had the privilege of examining the 
Roll of Honor that hangs on the wall 
yonder, and I think it a very splendid 
record that Ballardvale’s sons, and 
Ballardvale’s daughters, too, have made 
in the service. I am sure I express the 
feeling of all in saying we only regret 
that all the soldiers and sailors who 
have gone forth from this town to do 
their duty, cannot be here and share in 
the welcome which the townspeople 
are extending tonight. 

It is a happy day that the war is over. 
It is a happy day that the men are 
coming home, but it is a long and weary 
day that their coming home eannot be 
hastened. Just now I am going about 
through the towns of this district, and 


talking with the mothers and wives and 
sisters, learning what they need from the 
government and what they want to 
suggest that the government do. | 
suspect that Ballardvale is no different 
from other towns all through Essex and 
Worcester and Middlesex counties in 
this respect. There are two things that 
everybody feels have not gone very well. 
One is the matter of allotments and 
allowances which the soldiers and sailors 
have sent back to their families and 
which have been bungled almost beyond 
belief. I talked with some of the 
Ballardvale people yesterday on these 
matters, and have taken those cases up. 
'f there are any still left in Ballardvale 
I should be glad indeed if you would let 
me know, and I will try to secure some 
sort of satisfaction. The other thing is 
the matter of discharges. The mothers, 
wives and sisters all want the soldiers 
and sailors back home. It is extremely 
difficult now to get them back unless one 
case of two exists; first, if there js 
financial hardship in the family, it is 
sometimes possible to get them back 
from overseas; and second, if there js 
any serious or critical illness in the 
family it is sometimes possible to get 
them home. If there are any cases of 
that sort in this town that people think 
t would be possible to secure such re- 
lease of soldier or sailor, I should be 
glad to hear from you. I don’t want 
you to think IT am trying to sell my 
Congressional wares tonight; but, when 
I have a chance to speak officially to thé 
men in the service or their immediate 
friends or families, I want them to 
understand the situation, and to know 
of this one way, at least, they have to 
go about it. 

The problems of the war, which I 
have just dealt with, of course will go on 
for some time, but more and more we are 
thinking these days of the problems that 
are beginning to spring up, — the prob- 
lems of peace. ‘The United States has 
in a sense, finished the job. I am glad 
to hear from Mr. Shaw that you are 
going to be given an opportunity to 
subscribe for the new Victory Loan. 
We have three weeks in which to sub- 
scribe, and I know that Ballardvale 
will do its part toward making its quota 
in this loan. This is the final thing 
which directly grows out of this war, 
directly in the sense that it pays the 
final bills which the country contracted 
during the war. 

But the problems of re-construction 


are scarcely less connected with the war. 
I wonder if you have any realization 
what this war has meant to the world in 
the matter of lives. There were 60,000,- 
000 men mobilized by the belligerent 
armies during the four and a half years 
of the war, more men than there are 
male citizens, young and old, in the 
United States. Thirty-three million 


course, were much more fortunate 
than the other great warring powers, for 
the principal reason that we were not 
in so long; but in the United States 
there are 200,000 men who are wounded, 
and those men will have to be taken 
care of by the United States, some of 
them all their lives. The experience 
of the European countries has shown 
that four out of five of these men are 
going to be well again; but there are 
40,000 left who cannot go back to their 
former means of livelihood. So we have 
got to take care of the 40,000 men, more 
or, less, who are permanently disabled. 
Of these, 20,000 will never be able to 
work at all. They will always be wards 
of the nation, held, we hope, in respect 
and in honor for the cause for which 
they sacrificed so much. They must be 
helped. They must be cherished and 
cared for by the United States as long 
as they live. 4 
But the other 20,000 who have been 
prevented by their wounds, which are 
of a permanent nature, from going back 
to their old ways of earning their living 
will require special treatment. I refer 
especially to bricklayers or masons or 
carpenters, those whose injuries prevent 
them from going back to their old trade, 
and yet they could be perfectly good 
clerks or lawyers or doctors or ministers 
or fill other occupations which do not 
require the same kind of manual labor. 
The government is paying a good deal of 
attention to that sort of men. Congress 
has created the machinery for the es- 
tablishment of a Federal Board of Vo- 
cational Education. That board will 
undertake the training of a man in an 
entirely new occupation. The govern- 
ment supports him while he is learning 
the new occupation, and he supports his 
family, if he is a family man, while he is 
conducting his studies, and it undertakes 
to provide for his profitable employment 
in the new trade or business when that 
has been learned. We are just getting 
under way with that, of course. What 
more beneficial act can you perform 
than to tell that board, or me, or anyone 
who will take the matter up, of any case 
of that Sort. 
There are a good many other things 
that we are going to undertake. One 
of them is the solution of the problem 
of illiteracy. A good many of you men 
who’ were at’ Camp Devengy recall the 
startling fact of the illiteracy at Camp 
Devens. <A test was made of a million 
and a half drafted men at the various 
camps throughout the country. The 
average percentage of illiteracy as it 
was discovered, was divided by the 
alpha and beta test. The alpha class 
included those who could read and 
understand newspaper articles and write 
letters home; and yet, of a million and 4 
half men who were examined in ‘the 
draft camps of the army, exactly one- 
fourth of them could ‘not come into the 
alpha class. Those are the young men of 
the country, and one-fourth of thenr did 
not know, what the newspapers had to 
tell them. Think of the narrowness of 
the lives of these men! They had not 
even started toward being American 
citizens. That is the problem that the 
United States must undertake, which 
tells very directly upon the kind of 
country we are going to have. The 
illiteracy and Americanization problems 
are both very large ones and are looming 
up menacingly before us. They are not 
identical problems. A man may be 
illiterate and a good American, perhaps, 
but he is not likely to be. A man may 
be very highly educated and a very 
bad American, but on the average he 
isn’t. If you can remove the illiteracy, 
you are removing the un-American 
element in ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred. 
Then we have got the task before us of 
wise legislation. I don’t think the men 
who have served in the army or navy 
want to be coddled, but I do think they 
will expect wise legislation, both wher- 
ever it affects them and where it affects 
the country as a whole. I think they 
are going to demand government effi- 
ciency. I think you have come back 
with new experiences and new ideas as 
to your relationship to the government. 
The power of the alert, informed, 
capable young man who has fought 
for his country, and who is proud 
to say that his country is well worth 
fighting for, is greater than it ever was 
before. 
Again let me say that I am happy to 
be here tonight. I am glad that you are 
vere. I am glad that those of you who 
have been overseas are back safe and 
sound. I hope that it may be my great 
privilege to be here when the rest of the 
men of Ballardvale are welcomed home. 
There are a good many names on that 
Roll of Honor who are not here tonight, 
but we hope they may be before many 
months go by. I thank you for per- 
mitting us to come tonight and have a 
share in this Welcome-Home.”’

Calling names proves nothing and is 
not a method of argument which appeals 
to intelligent people; and the linking of 
the two subjects would be too absurb 
to be noticed by Suffragists were it not 
for the prominence of those who lend 
their names to the propaganda.

FIGHTING IN FRANCE 


(Continued from page 1) 


city had been wavering back and forth 
from the French to the Germans. 
Then of course it was in the hands of 
the French and its destroyed homes, 
half dead trees and shelled ground 
made it a sorry sight for ones who had 
loved this beautiful country town. 
Capt. Daniels and his men were billeted 
in the ruins of a church and its yard. 
There they made their quarters com- 
Yortable and every day the old priest 
came to hold a service in the wrecked 
chapel. 

This was about four kilometers from 
the front and the next day he, with one 
sergeant and two men was ordered to 
reconnoitre, get the bearings and be 
ready to bring out the “pieces’’ under 
cover of the next night. Through a 
dense mist then, Capt. Daniels saw the 
German line for the first time and from 
a platedu in the Chemin des Dames, 
realized that he was actually on the 
battlefield. Scarcely a square foot of 
the ground remained untorn by shells, 
tree skeletons stood lonely at intervals, 
and the whole aspect was forlorn and 
war-ravaged. That day they were 
entertained at the noonday meal by 
four French officers who were living in 
a captured German dugout. This 
consisted of three little rooms, about 
6x9 ft., lighted by acetylene lamps and 
having forty steps leading down to 
them. The object of bringing our men 
right on to the front lines and inter- 
spersing them with the French, was 
to encourage the war-weary French 
troops and give our men the advantage 
of their experience. It worked wonders 
and Battery C was for six weeks on the 
Chemin des Dames front active in 
firing barrage and sending the other 
missions and doing a big part toward 
pushing back the hated Boches. 

The work which the artillery does 
toward protecting those who go over 
the top is stupendous. For instance, if 
the troops need a barrage they send up 
a rocket which is seen by the man who 
is always in the rocket lookout. Codes 
for the rockets have to be carefully 
worked out as the Germans would so 
often learn the signal and shoot forth 
a trick rocket. Weather corrections 
were given every two hours because the 


‘conditions in No Man's Land were so 


varied and changing. The barrage 
would be laid on all the time and con- 
sisted of so many rounds keeping the 
men busy every minute. These men 
would be on for two hours, then rest for 
four and come back for two again. 

Other missions were the “C. P. 0.”’ 
or Counter Preparation Offensive which 
would be used when the Germans came 
over the top. Our infantry would get 
a start at driving them back and the 
guns would be fired at a slow rate until 
ordered to cease, — often it would be 
for two and three hours. Zone firing 
was used to sweep a large area in cer- 
tain woods for instance through which 
an intelligence officer had learned, the 
Germans were bringing in troops to the 
front line trenches. ‘Then so many 
rounds would be put off at a rapid rate, 
then cease for a while; start up and 
catch a few, then cease again. All that 
is trench warfare and of course there 
are many other methods and all kinds 
of necessary figuring «and planning, 
mapping out and computing. 

In March Capt. Daniels was ordered 
to take his battery from there to Toul. 
This city is near Metz, and was even 
more muddy than other places they 
had lived in and down in the marshy

lowland. It was here that the water 
and mud in the dugouts was so terrible. 
Their life there could easily have been 
taken as a setting in Charlie Chaplin’s 
famous ‘‘ Shoulder Arms.’’ Sewer pump 
were used every hour, but the water was 
over a foot high on the floor. 

Here. the. encampment was. most 
carefully caméuflaged to protect them 
against airplanes. The walks were 
covered with burlap to represent trees 
and the men could not be out of doors 
much in the day time, lest a German 
plane take their picture. The cooking 
of supper often had to be delayed until 
9.00 or 10.00 o'clock in the evening 
and they used charcoal in the oven be- 
cause it gave little or no smoke, The 
food they had to eat was good and 
wholesome, although of little variety. 
Plenty of potatoes, bread, sugar, coffee, 
onions, bacon and flour for doughnuts 
made not a half bad diet. And once in 
awhile their Ford car could bring fresh 
eggs and vegetables from the village. 
But here it was that the “one-eyed 
Rileys’’ (German balloons) were ever 
waiting to pounce upon them. 

The first of July they were ordered 
to move in haste. Part went -by train 
and the gunners had to walk in forma- 
tion behind the guns. As they drew 
near Paris it was rumored they were to 
be in the big Fourth of July parade. 
They could see the towers of Paris but 
they circled about and landed at 
Chelfirt where they remained for two 
days. Then they went post haste to 
Chateau Thierry aid after two days and 
two nights without sleep they arrived 
July 8th, in time to take part in that 
big drive. The poor horses worked 
night and day, bringing up ammunition 
at night, and fetching it in during the 
day. They were almost exhausted so 
that many died later. 

But after they had advanced about 
ten kilometers, and when the Allies 
were well on the road to Soissons, Capt. 
Daniels was ordered to leave for this 
country. On July 22nd he left with 
one hundred officers and one hundred 
and ten non-commissioned men who had 
been chosen to come back to help train 
the American troops.
